The  results  of  these  tri?ils  have  been 
satisfactora^  and  approval  of  the  J'Mnistry  of  1th  is  now 
awaited  before  Mr.  Cl-rx  can  proceed  to  offer  his  shell-fish 
for  sale  for  humr  n cons lunp' tion.
